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A Civic Housing Scheme? 


Officials of the health and building de- 
partments at Vancouver report that a low 
rental housing program is needed there 
to curb the development of slum condi- 
tions. House-building has been active in 
Vancouver during the last three or four 
years. The difference is that while Ed- 
monton’s population has also been grow- 
ing, its supply of living accommodation 
has not grown in like proportion. If Van- 
couver needs a building program to pre- 
vent the creation of slums, Edmonton's 
need is greater in relation to its popula- 
tion. 

It is good news that the city commis- 
sioners are still trying to find a way to get 
house-building started in Edmonton on a 
broad scale, and that the city council is 
Showing a revival of interest in the sub- 
ject. Council decided that it is useless to 
count up the number of houses unfit for 
habitation, because there is no plan under 
way to remedy the situation. On one point 
the aldermen seemed to be agreed; there 
was no use explaining the need to the 
loan companies. These, it is to he assum- 
ed, are still standing pat on the no-loan 
policy, despite the suspension of provincial 
legislation that was blamed for their re- 
fusal to do business here. 


The alternative is for council to exer- 
cise its power as a “lending institution” 
and launch a civic building project. Neith- 
er council nor taxpayers have shown any 
enthusiasm for that kind of enterprise; but 
what other prospect is there that over- 
crowding can be curbed and the slumward 
drift stopped? 


The Provincial Right to Block 


One of the clauses in the Central 
Mortgage Bank bill reads as follows: “The 
member (mortgage) company shgll not be 
obliged to adjust mortgages in a province 
where in the opinion of the Central Mort- 
gage Bank debt adjustment or other legis- 
lation unduly impedes, restricts or penal- 
izes the exercise of the right of action or 
proceeding for sale under or foreclosure 
of a mortgage on land or for cancellation 
or rescission of an agreement for sale of 
land or for recovery of possession of land, 
unless and until such province passes 
legislation which, in the opinion of the 
Central Mortgage Bank, provides relief 
from such undue impediments, restrictions 
and penalties in the case of mortgages 
adjusted or to be adjusted under this Act; 
Provided, however, that if such province 
does not pass such legislation within two 
years after this Act comes into force the 
member company shall not be obliged to 
adjust mortgages in such province.’ 

Any provincial legislature is thus left 
entirely free to prevent the Act coming in- 
to force in the province where it holds au- 
thority. If it wishes to prevent mortgage 
debts being cut to 80 per cent of the pre- 
sent fair value of the property, and the ef- 
fective interest rate cut to not more than 
5 per cent, it can do this by enacting or 
retaining provincial legislation of the type 
cited. The legislature can, if it so desires 
block the whole scheme in so far as its 
province is concerned to relieve mortgage 
debtors, can prolong the ‘‘mess’’ that 
exists, paralyze future lending opera- 
tions, and bar the way to construction of 
buildings or other improvements by the 
use of mortgage loans. 

That would seem to be going as far as 
language permits to avoid interference 
with the exercise of provincial powers. It 
would be understandable if criticism were 
made that it goes too far in this direction 
But in the discussion in committee the 
member for Calgary East advanced the in- 
genious absurdity that the whole proposal 
3a plot to undermine provincial 4 ithor- 
ity. It was, he said, an “attempt to cen- 
tralize power and to interfere with the 
jurisdiction of the provinces over mort- 
gage legislation’. To interfere with their 
jurisdiction by a statutory declaration that 
they can block the whole scheme if they 
want to? 

The plan embodied in the hill is an al- 
ternative to whatever measures the vari- 
ous provinces have adopted for dealing 
with mortgage debts and loans, which the 
provinces can nullify in the way indicated 
If they do not exercise this blockading 
power, mortgage debts from one end of 
the Dominion to the other will be adjusted 
on the same basis as to the reduction of 
principal and interest; and mortgage loans 
in future will cost no more in western 
Canada than in eastern Canada. That is 
the proposition in a nut-shell, Unless the 
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provinces intervene, this means debt-de- 
flation uniform and nation-wide to begin 
with, and for the future low interest rates 
and no discrimination as against one sec- 
tion of the Dominion and another. 


Wings of Destiny 


The flashing wings of planes have 
done much to make this city lock with 
pride upon its past and with hope to the 
future. It knows that aviation holds the 
magic key that will unlock the treasure 
house which contains the riches of the 
north. Touched itself by the wings of des- 
tiny, Edmonton is happy to extend best 
wishes to its sister city, Lethbridge, upon 
the opening of Kenyon field, Lethbridge’s 
municipal airport. 

The southern city is right to feel that 
its progress is linked with the development 
of aviation. An essential divisional point 
on the Trans-Canada Airlines route, Leth- 
bridge will reap its share of the benefits 
to flow from the extension of air services 
that will take place in the Dominion. Avia- 
tion has ceased to be merely the parent of 
adventure. It has also become the archi- 
tect of prosperity. 

It is fitting that the Lethbridge Herald 
should commemorate the growth of avia- 
tion in the area it serves by issuing a spe- 
cial edition rich in material upon birdmen 
and aviation matters in general. Twenty 
years ago it helped sponsor the first flight 
across the Rocky Mountains. When the 
airport begins to hum with busy planes, it 
will see the fruition of its dreams.

Tales. of what happened in the United 
States submarine Squalus, when that un- 
fortunate craft was forced to the bottom of the 
sea off the New England coast, have appeared 
in the news columns.

Nazi Germany has gained another victory. 
Ernst Toller, exiled German poet and playwright, 
has hanged himself with a bathrobe cord in his 
hotel room in New York. He had money in his 
pocket and funds in a bank when he decided to 
end the painful quest for freedom, His latest 

work, “Pastor Hall”—drama of 
A VICTIM OF a Protestant minister in Ger- 
NAZI WRATH many—was published last month. 
Toller was gathering material 
for a new work when the desire to end life came. 

There's so much in the world to read, and so 
little leisure to do it in, I hadn’t opened a book 
of Toller’s till two weeks ago when his “Letters 
From Prison” came my way. Toller was born in 
a Jewish family that had lived in the Prussian 
province of Posen since the time of Frederick 
the Great. He hastened to join the army at the 
outbreak of the Great War and served as an un- 
der officer with the First Bavarian Artillery in 
Flanders till invalided home. 

The realities of war so shocked him that he 
became a pacifist and was imprisoned in Munich 
for pacifist opinions. The “Letters From Prison” 
are of later date, when he was imprisoned for 
five years in Niederschoenfeld, a dismal three- 
winged building behind high walls, built on a 
misty, foggy plain between the Danube and the 
Lech. His offence was for taking part in a plan 
to set up a Soviet republic in Bavaria after the 
Armistice. In Niederschoenfeld he wrote “Man 
and the Masses,” “The Machine Wreckers,” and 
“Hinkeman.” 

Toller had a narrow escape from arrest by the 
Nazis. Storm Troopers invaded his home to take 
him, in the early days of the Hitler regime. They 
seized his property. By a lucky chance Toller 
was broadcasting in Switzerland at the time. 

A sensitive soul for such a stormy career, he 
had been depressed of late by events in Europe 
and the threat he saw of the spread of totalitar- 
janism on this continent. His wife, Christina 
Grantoff, German moving picture actress, was in 
Hollywood at the time of his death.
